LONDON, ‘Dec. 21.—Prime Minis- 
ter. Newille Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons today that “no 
attempt has ever been made by Ja- 
pan for peaceful settlement” of the 
war on China. 

“It is time now for the Japanese 
Governmént to show they are not 
unmindful of the rights and inter- 
ests of foreigners and that their 
assurances and apologies meant 
something more than words,” he 
declared. 


Concerning the entire foreign sit- 
vation, he said Britain’s “definite 
objective” was the “settlement of 
the grievances of the world without 
war.” 

Chamberlain declined to be drawn 
into a discussion of the origin of 
the Chinese-Japanese war, but dealt 


an end—that is, not by peace, but 
by force.” 

“However,” he continued, “there 
was no support at Brussels, for 
such force and no mention of force 
in the nine-Power treaty.”

The military attache added, 
however, that the additional study 
had not changed his denial that the 
Japanese army boats had machine 
gunned the vessel, despite Ameri- 
can official reports to the contrary. 
(The Japanese Foreign Office 
yesterday reversed a previous state- 
ment in which it had denied that 
the Pansy was fired on by Japa-

WASHINGTON, Dec, 21. — The

A farm bill 
has. passed both houses and, like the 
housing bill, will be acted on finally 
at the regular session. 

The four Senators recorded as 
voting against the bill were Sen- 
ators Borah (Rep.), Idaho; Frazier 
(Rep.), North Dakota; Lodge 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, and Town- 
send (Rep.), Delaware. 

Majority Leader Barkley said 
that, because a great many mem- 
bers of the House had gone home, 
there was no possibility of obtain- 
ing adoption of the conference re- 
port immediately, For this reason, 
he said, leaders had agreed to sine 
die adjournment today. 

Several Important Differences. 

There are several important dif- 
ferences between the House and 
Senate housing bills.

INCOME TAX COLLECTIONS 


All Federal Receipts So Far for 
Fiscal Year Exceed 3 Billions, 
Up Nearly a Billion. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — The 


Treasury said today December in- 


come tax collections were running 
about 70 per cent ahead of last 
— 

Collections through Dec. 20 in all 
districts except Delaware ‘and New 
Mexico, where reports are available 
only through Dec. 16, totaled $467,- 
250,772. A year ago they totaled 
$275,706,758.18. The figures indi- 
cated unofficial estimates of be- 
tween $450,000,000 and $500,000,000 
in collections for the month would 
be fulfilled. 

Federal receipts since the start of 
the fiscal year July 1 amount to 
more than three billion dollars. The 
Treasury statement for Dec. 18 
showed that quarterly income 
tax payments on Dec. 15 pushed 
collections to $3,019,879,380.91. 

In the corresponding period a 
year ago, Treasury reecipts totaled 
$2,042,194, 354.78. 

Expenditures also were larger 
this year than they were in 1936. 
Up to Dec. 18, this year, $3,595,- 
622,353.94 had been expended, com- 
pared with $38,317,158,984.29. 

The increase in receipts of nearly 
a billion dollars, howevér, made it 


possible to reduce the deficit this 
year. The gross. deficit on Dee. 16 
was $575,742,973.03, compared with 
$1,274,064,629.51 at the same time 
last year. President Roosevelt has 
estimated the gross deficit for the 
complete fiscal year will be $895,-

The 64 committee members “rep- 
resenting the arts and professions” 
included George Kaufman, Walter 
Lippmann, Edna Ferber, Franklin 
P. Adams, George Macy, Bruce 
Bliven and Freda Kirchway. 

Hague, State Democratic leader 
and vice-president of the Democrat- 
ic National Committee, said in a 
statement: 

“These professions are character- 
istic of the sponsors of the leaders 
in the radical movement now har- 
assing this country. They believe 
that democracy means complete 
freedom for them to do precisely as 
they please, regardless of the rights 
of others, and they apparently are 
satisfied that only they can think. 

“This is an insolent mental atti- 
tude and it is reflected in the in- 
solence of their conduct. 

“The people of Jersey City have 
managed their own affairs for hun- 
dreds of years and never yet have 
cried for help. We can still re- 
tain the capacity for self-govern- 
ment and refuse to yield up that 
right to any group of outsiders, 
whatever their professions.” 

The C I O and liberal groups at- 
tacked Hague for alleged denial 
of civil rights after Jersey City 
police broke up a C I O organiza- 
tion drive three weeks ago. The 
C I O carried its protest to mem- 
bers of Congress.

For this purpose the Pennsyl- 
vaina stockholders were invitgd to 
authorize an increasé of the rail- 
road’s debt by $100,000,000. They 
were not informed that this sum 
was to be expended for stock ac- 
quirements in another carrier, but 
were told it was for “capital re- 
quirements and progressive devel- 
opment of its properties.” The 
money was voted, and soon after- 
wards the Pennsylvania through 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. bought a 44 per 
cent interest in the Norfolk & 
Western for more than $25,000,000. 

Further evidence introduced le- 
lated to a luncheon of Gen. Atter- 
bury, Loree and the late Otto Kuhn, 
senior partner of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., at which it was decided that 
the Pennsylvania and the Delaware 
& Hudson should jointly proceed to 
buy $25,000,000 of common and pre- 
ferred stock in the Wabash Ra- 
road, 

It was shown that in 1927 and 
1928 the Delaware & Hudson made 
a profit of $20,000,000 on Wabash 
and Lehigh Valley stock which it 
sold to the Pennsyivania, and that 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., bankers for both 
roads, obtained $530,000 in commis- 
sions, in the form of two-way fees.

All in all, it was testified, the 
Pennsylvania invested $63,000,000 in 
the Wabash, which has been in re- 
ceivership since 1931, and 50 per 
cent of the trackage of which does 
not pay its fixed charges. The in- 
vestment was made contrary to the 
advice of Martin W. Clement, now 
president of the Pennsylvania. In

Judge Comments on Lawyer’s Book 


Reviewing the history of world 
monetary systems for the last 200 
years, Bakewell quoted from a book 
he published last year, “Past and 
Present Facts About Money in the 
United States.” With a declaration 
that he meant no offense, Judge 
Moore remarked: “I read your 
book and I must confess I knew 
no more about the m on 
when I finished it than I did when 
I began.” 

The Judge . inquired whether 
Bakewell knew of any nation which 
had not changed its money stand- 
ard. Bakewell replied that Great 
Britain had adhered to a standard 
of 118 grains of gold to the pound 
sterling since 1816. 

Jones, in his argument, said the 
Supreme Court had ruled that hold- 
ers of gold clause bonds such as 
the plaintiff's had no right to col- 
lect in equivalent present values 
unless they could show they had 
suffered damage. The element of 
damage was completely lacking in 
the present case, he asserted, as 
Bakewell bought his bond in 1936, 
two years after the passage of the 
devaluation act. 

The hond was called for payment 
Oct. 15, 1935, and Bakewell filed his 
suit Dec. 31, 1935. The dollar was 
based on 25.8 grains of gold when 
the bond was issued, but on only 
15.21 grains since 1933.

In their attack on the T V A as 
a flood control device, counsel for 
the complaining utilities take the 
position that if the T V A reservoirs 
are filled to the extent that will 
be necessary to provide a sufficient 
flow of water in dry months to pro- 
duce the large amount of firm elec- 
tricity called for in its plans there 
will not be available capacity in 
the reservoirs to store the flood 
water.

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MOTHERS OF MOST CHILDREN 
GET PRIZES FROM MUSSOLINI 


Chief Winner Is Wife of Butcher 
Who Has 10 Healthy Offspring, 
Born Since 1926.

ROME, Dec. 21—Italy’s most 
prolific mothers, led by a woman 
who has had 10 children, met in 
Rome today to receive from Pre- 
mier Mussolini prizes for their nu- 
merous offspring. 

A Naples butcher’s wife, moth- 
er of 10 children, was declared win- 
ner under the rules which count 
only living, healthy children born 
since April 15, 1926, when the ma- 
ternity and infancy organization 
was founded. A Venice huckster’s 
wife had the largest family—17 
children of whom 14 were living, 
but some were born before 1926. 
Ninety-five mothers received prizes. 
They had a total of 738 children 
born within the contest period, an 
average of nearly eight for each 
mother. 


F. B. KELLOGG MUCH BETTER 


Doctor Sees No Serious Danger for 
Two or Three Days.

ST. PAUL, Minn. Dec. . 
Prank B. Kellogg, former Secre- 
tary of State and co-author of the 
Kellogg-Briand peace pact, was 
said by his physician to have ral- 
lied yesterday from an attack of 
pneumonia with which he was dan- 
gerously ill over the week-end. 
Kellogg, who will be 81 years old 
Wednesday, was stricken with ce 
rebral thrombosis early last month, 
after several months of failing 
health. Pneumonia developed Sat- 
urday, and for a time Dr. J. A. 
Lepak, his physician, held virtually 
no hope for his recovery. The 
physician said Kellogg was “re- 
markably improved,” yesterday, 
however, and t he foresaw, “no 
serious danger for two or three 
days.“ Dr. Lepak said; the patient's 
temperature was returning to nor- 
mal, that spread of congestion had 
deen arrested and the heart action 
was improved. 


MILITARY UNITS TO ATTEND 


5 BRITISH BATTLESHIPS 
BEING BUILT: MORE PLANNED 


Rumors 5 Will Be Provided for in 

: 1938-39 Cited by Jane’s 

Yearbook, 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 21—Great Brit- 
ain is building five battleships, to 
increase the number of its capital 
ships to 20, the 1937 edition of 
Jane's Fighting Ships, authorita- 
tive British yearbook on the world’s 
navies, disclosed yesterday. 

Jane's said Britain had 12 bat- 
tleships and three battle.cruisers in 
service, five - battleships building 
and “rumor has it five more battle- 
ships will be provided for in the 
1938 and 1939 estimates.” 

The first two of the five battle- 
ships now being built—the King 
George V and the Prince of Wales 
—were laid down last Jan. 1. Of a 
revolutionary design, the 35,000-ton, 
$40,000,000 battleshipa are the first 
to be built by Britain since 1925. 

In addition to the five 35,000-ton 
warships, Jane’s said, the British 
program for 1987—“the most im- 
portant undertaken since the war 
ended”—included two aircraft car- 
riers, seven cruisers, 16 destroyers, 
six submarines and many other 
craft.

in Letter Charges 
Nameless Savageries’ in Kill- 


ings at Monte Christi.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.-—A let« 
ter from a Bishop in Haiti, made 
available here today, described 
“nameless savageries” alleged to 
have ‘been inflicted on Haitians in 
the Dominican republic. 

The letter was sent by Bishop 
J. M. Jan of Cape Haitian to the 
Archbishopric of Port-au-Prince. It 


reported interviews with Haitian 
refugees deported from the Do- 
minican republic. 

The Bishop said one refugee re- 
counted to him “the horrors of 
Monte Christi—of Haitians herded 
into rooms of the custom house or 
the city fort and thrown, group 
by .group, into the sea—food for 
sharks—or led into the woods near 
the city to be massacred; of im- 
morality practiced upon women 
and young girls; of nameless sav- 
ageries which the pen cannot de- 
scribe.” 

The Haitian Minister, Elie Lescot, 
said last night that refugees’ re- 
ports indicated 12,168 Haitians had 
been killed in Dominican territory 
since early in October. 

President Roosevelt expressed to 
Dominican President Rafael L. Tru- 
jillo his gratification over the Do- 
minican executive’s agreement to 
participate in negotiations for a 
solution of the Haitian-Dominican 
controversy. 

Haiti invoked the arbitration pro- 
cedure under a treaty signed in 
1923. A five-man international com- 
mission will investigate the dis- 
pute. 

Trouble between the two coun- 
tries is reported, to have grown out 
of heavy migration of Haitian la- 
borers into the Dominican repub- 
lic. Haitian officials charged that 
expulsion of Haitian laborers from 
the Dominican territory was ac- 
companied by massacre. This was 
denied by Dominican officials who 
said there had been a few “border 
clashes” but no such mass killings 
as alleged.

The ref- 
erendum would merely make opposition 
to the entry into a foreign war a legiti- 
mate matter for debate before the whole 
people. Your editorial implies that a 
healthy, vigorous discussion of this prob- 
lem would be almost as disastrous as en- 
tering the war. If the people, in 1917, 
after discussion and debate, had turned 
down thé war proposal, the country would 
have been spared the gigantic tragedy 
that followed. 

The greatest fallacy in the position 
taken by the Post-Dispatch lies in the 
assumption that there might be circum- 
stances in which America would be jus- 
tified in entering a foreign conflict. What 
could these circumstances be, that would 
make “war by the United States ines- 
capable"? Defense of foreign trade? 
Protection of foreign investments? Con- 
voying Standard On tankers? Making 
the world safe for democracy? Revenging 
insults to our flag? War’s only justifica- 
tion is defense of our own shores, and 
this is not affected by the bill. 

The war referendum proposal is in line 
with the basic democratic ideals upon 
which this nation is founded. It is amaz- 
ing that a newspaper that has fought so 
hard for the cause of free exprersion 
should fear open discussion and baliot- 
ing on the most important question that 
any people can face. The referendum 
holds dangers only for those who wish 
us to enter into a foreign war without 
the consent or support of the people.

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GOOD DAY’S WORK IN THE COURT. | 

A historic dissent of nine years ago became the 
law of the land yesterday. This was the memorable 
minority opinion of Justices Brandeis, Holmes and 
Stone in the wire-tapping case of 1928, which had 
its origin in a deliberate and prolonged violation 
of the Washington State law by prohibition agents. 

Yesterday's 7-to-? decision is, strictly speaking, 
an interpretation of the Federal Communications Act 
of 1984. Its more important effect is to cancel 
out the much-criticised 5-to-4 decision of Volstead- 
ism’s heyday. ' 

The new ruling on this subject puts government 
in its place. For although the Federal Com- 
munications Act of 1934 had specifically prohibited 
the interception of communications and the dis- 
closure of their contents without the sender’s per- 
mission, operatives of the Federal Government 
listened in on some 600 telephone conversations of 
four bootleggers of alcohol at the Port of New York. 
A prime purpose of the act of Congress was to 
prevent repetition of the despicable trickery per- 
petrated in Seattle, And yet the Government so 
misjudged the temper of Congress and public opinion 
generally as to continue to obtain evidence by eaves- 
dropping! 

The late Justice Holmes delivered one of his 
best-known opinions in the 1928 case. Character- 
izing it as a dirt business” that the Federal Govern- 
ment should be allowed to break the law, he called 
it “a less evil that some criminals should escape 
than that the Government should play an ignoble 
part.” How strongly that telling indictment influ- 
enced the majority opinion of the present court can 
be judged by comparing Justice Holmes’ words with 
those of Justice Roberts: “Congress may have 
thought it less important that some offenders should 
go unwhipped of justice than that officers should 
resort to methods deemed inconsistent with ethical 
standards and destructive of personal liberty.” 

An analysis of the line-ups in the two cases 
shows that no Justice has changed his position. 
Justices McKeynolds and Sutherland, the only re- 
maining members of the 1928 majority of five, are 
still willing to allow such testimony in evidence. 
Justices Brandeis and Stone are against it now, as 
they were then. Justice Butler, who proposed a 
new trial for the defendants in the 1928 case, now 
stands out frankly against wire-tapping. All the 
new members—Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
Roberts, Cardozo and Black—are opposed.

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LUDENDORFP AS A SYMBOL. 

Gen; Erich Ludendorff was the perfect Prusajan 
militarist.

There was a powerful sentiment for war after the 
Lusitania was sunk in 1916, and it is quite conceiy- 
able that a referendum taken at that time would have 
shown a majority for war, whereas Congress did not 
vote for war until two years later. 

Third, it is implied that the choice is between the 
war referendum resolution and “healthy, vigorous 
discussion” on the one hand and the present system 
and suppression on the other. We submit that no 
war would be declared by the United States without 
widespread and free discussion in every home and 
forum of the land. 

Finally, the letter confuses pure democracy with 
representative democracy. The United States has the 
latter system of government. If it were a good idea 
to have a referendum on war, it would be a good idea 
to have popular votes on all other great public ques- 
tions. Were there no other objection—and there are 
dozens—the war referendum proposal would remain 
inconsistent with the American system of govern- 
ment, as President Roosevelt has pointed out. 

We welcome the news, especially at this time, that 
the resolutions, despite the action in the House, 
now appear to be beaten.
